Mother and Grandparents Seized 
Them On a Train at 
Yellow Creek. 


LITIGATION MAY FOLLOW 


An Exciting Scene Witnessed By Pas­ 
sengers on a C. & P. Train Satur­ 
day— Wife And Husband, 
Separa­ 
ted Recently, Were the Principals. 


A kidnaping case almost without 
parallel in this county occurred in the 
little hamlet of Yellow Creek 
last 
Saturday morning, and the residents 
of that place are still agog over the 
unusual happening. 
The principals in the affair were 
Frank Whitney and wife and their 
two children, a boy aged 4 years and 
a little girl of 6. 
Whitney and his

They were then 
living at Port Homer. Upon parting 
he took the children to Wellsville and 
placed them in the care of his par­ 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Stephen Whitney, 
as he was employed in a tin mill at 
Canton and could not very well take 
care of them. 
He was desirous 
of 
giving his children more attention. 
For that reason he resigned his posi­ 
tion at Canton IO days ago, came to 
Wellsville and secured a job in the 
Menough foundry. 
When severing his connections 
at 
Canton he did not receive his pay and 
intended going there for that pur­ 
pose Saturday morning. No doubt he 
would have done so had his trip not 
been interrupted by the occurrence at 
Yellow Creek. 
He left Wellsville on 
the early morning train, having his 
children with him. 
He would have 
returned with them in the evening, 
but upon arriving at the Yellow Creek 
station Whitney, it is*stated, 
was 
lured to the rear of the train and 
while there Mrs. Whitney and 
her 
parents entered the car and seized the 
children. They were making a hasty 
retreat when Whitney caught 
sight 
of them. 
The scene followed. 
It seems the 
father was worsted, as the mother 
and parents 
succeeded 
In 
getting 
away with the children, but not with­ 
out an exciting struggle. It is alleged 
that for a few minutes the Interior of 
the train presented a picture which 
beggars description. 
The children, in the custody 
of 
their mother and under the protection 
of her parents, rushed to and fro in 
the train, pursued by the 
enraged 
father and, it is said, a few passen­ 
gers participated in the fray. But it 
all ended In victory for the mother. 
Despite the protests and threats of­ 
fered by the father the children were 
hurried from the train, placed in a 
rig and then taken to Port Homer, the 
home of the mother.

New York. Feb. 24.—Prince Henry, 
of Prussia, 
representative 
of 
hl3 
brother, the emperor of Germany, at 
the launching of the tatters American 
built yacht reached New York Sun­ 
day and was cordially welcomed a3 
a guest of the nafion. 
; The great storm against which the 
Kronprinz Wilhelm had struggled for 
days and which had glazed the At­ 
lantic coast in an armor of ice hai 
lost its force and resigned its sway 
to warm sunshine and cheery blue 
skies, so there were no regrets that 
the royal guest was a full day late 
for the entertainment 
provided for 
iiim. 
The genius of Marconi reach­ 
ing out from the storm swept coast 
bad definitely located 
the 
belated 
liner and made certain the hour that 
th e would reach Sandy Hook. There 
was a curtain off the Hook early Sun­ 
day 
morning and it was 
after 
9 
o ’clock before the watchers 
caught 
the shadowy outlines of the cautious­ 
ly approaching liner. 


Evans and Aides- Met the Ship. 


Rear Admiral Robley 
D. 
Evans, 
commander of the special 
squadron 
and honorary aide to the prince, left 
the flagship Illinois at 9:40 o’clock In 
the naval tug Nina. 
With him were 
Captain G. A. Converse, his chi* f of 
staff 
Hag 
lieutenant 
Frederick 
Chapin, Ensign Evans, aide, and Cap­ 
tain Von Rebur-Pasehwitz, na\al at­ 
tache at the Washington embassy o' 
the German government. 
They were 
all in filii dress uniform. 
The Nina 
met 
the 
Kronprinz 
beyond 
Fort 
sWadsworth, and swinging around on 
the starboard side of the liner steam­ 
ed up the bay. Prince Henry, attired 
in the uniform of an admiral of the 
German navy and surrounded by his 
naval and military staff in brilliant 
uniform, stood on the bridge of the 
liner.

The last greeting in the run up the 
river was from the imperial yacht 
Hohenzollern. which is to he the home 
of the prince while in New York.

p. rn., at that moment walking down 
the decorated gangway from the Kron­ 
prinz Wilhelm into the 
elaborately 
decorated 
pier. 
He 
then 
passed 
through an ornamental gangway ani 
arch to the gangplank of the Hohen­ 
zollern. which had been decorated in 
the German colors and was covered 
half its length. 
The prince was met 
at the bottom of the gang plank ny 
Admiral Von 
Baudissin, commander 
of the Hohenzollern. and his officers. 
Meanwhile the band from the Kron­ 
prinz Wilhelm was playing the Ger­ 
man national sir. 
Taking the preoe- 
tence due to his rank. Prince Henry 
calked up the gang plank, followed by 
the officers of the Hohenzollern. 
The first 
his callers to arrive af 
ter he had boarded the Hohenzollern 
was General Brooke. U. S. A., accom­ 
panied by two aides. Admiral Rarke*- 
and his aide. Captain 
West. repre­ 
senting the United States navy, fol­ 
lowed. and then came the German 
ambassador at Washington 
and his 
brilliantly attired suite 
of 
military 
and naval attaches 
and secretaries 
and the military attache of the Ger­ 
man embassy at Mexico, 
Lieutenant 
panels. 
Following the German am­ 
bassador came the special represent­ 
atives of the president of the United 
States, headed by Dr. Hill, first as­ 
sistant secretary of state, and Includ­ 
ing General Corbin, Colonel Bingham 
and Commander Cowles, the brother- 
in-law of the president. 
Captain Nathan Sargent then called 
on the prince as the special repre­ 
sentative 
of 
Admiral Dewey. The 
captain said 
that he had been sent 
by the admiral especially to express 
to the prince the admiral’s regret at 
not being able to greet him person­ 
ally and to 
pay his respects. The 
list of callers was ended with the 
mayor's party, which 
included him­ 
self and his 
private secretary. The 
German consul general at New York 
and his suite formed a part of the 
German ambassadors party. 
About an hour was spent by the 
prince in receiving his callers and in 
making an admiral’s inspection of the 
troops and crew of the Hohenzollern. 
Then followed a lunch. 


Some Americans at Luncheon. 


The prince Invited to this luncheon 
those of the .Americans 
among his 
callers who represented 
the 
navy, 
and besides these there were at the 
board the 
members of the prince’s 
suite and members of the German em­ 
bassy 
at 
Washington. 
On Prince 
Henry’s right sat the highest repre­ 
sentative of the emperor in this coun­ 
try, Ambassador Von Holleben, and 
on his left Admiral Evans. 
Next to 
the ambassador on the prince’s right 
sat Captain Converse, of the Illinois, 
and the other Americans present at 
the luncheon were Lieutenant Chapin 
and Ensign 
Evans, son of Admiral 
Evans. 
The luncheon, which was informal, 
was finished 
about 3 o’clock. 
He 
told Admiral Evans he would be glad 
to see the latest built battleship of 
the American navy. 
The prince boarded the tug Nina 
at 3:30 to repay his calls. He was ac­ 
companied by one aide and Admiral 
Evans and Ensign Evans and Lieu- 
enant Chapin. 
He visited the navy yard first, celled 
on Admiral 
Barker, and then Gov­ 
ernor's 
island, where he called ou 
General Brooke. 
From 
Governor's 
island the tug proceeded to the bat­ 
tleship Illinois, where he called on 
Admiral 
Evans 
and 
Inspected the 
ship. 
He was received by the squad­ 
ron with the honors due to his rank. 
From the Illinois the prince returned 
to the pier at Thirty-fourth street and 
went on board the Hohenzollern for 
dinner.

T heir Fortane« Are Diaiifpated anA 
Their Palaces Sold. 
Very fe\v of the fine old palaces of 
Venice belong to the descendants of the 
families who built ami originally occu­ 
pied them. Very little of the enormous 
wealth for whieh Venice was celebrat­ 
ed la the lifteeutb century remains. 
The most of it has been dissipated by 
the desceiidnnts of the men who made 
It. the same as In England, France and 
other countries. The rich men of Ven­ 
ice tfKlay are an entirely new' cla.ss of 
people, whose names do not app« ‘ar in 
the Golden Book, w'hieh contaimHl a 
list of the patrician fainili« *s in Venice 
who w’ere invited to f(‘stivities at the 
palac« *: 
This book was instituted In 
1315 and thenceforth until the Aus­ 
trian occupation was the index and 
standanl of nobility by which all claims 
to precedence were d« *cided. 
Occasionally the graud council, by a 
vote, rewardt*d the gallantry or public 
services of some citizen of huiuhle 
birth by directing that his name be in­ 
scribed upon its pages. Xtuie but those 
whose names were in the Golden Book 
could use the golden stairs when they 
entered a doge’s palace, and wlicn this 
right was conferred it was « Hiuivalent 
to an order of uoWlity in another coun­ 
try. There is one notable exception to 
the decay of the ancient families, and 
he is Count Griiuani, w'ho traces ids 
lineage back to one of the most fa­ 
mous of the doges, whose portrait, 
painted by Titian, hangs in the<fr« )uneil 
chamber of the doge’s palace. 
Tlie 
Griniani palace is on the Grand canal, 
near the Rialto bridge, and is cele­ 
brated for its finely sculptured capi­ 
tals. 
Many of the rich men In Venice to- 
d.ay arc Jews. They practically control 
the banking business and nmnufactur- 
lug. They own the fine houses of his­ 
torical Interest and the best paying es­ 
tates on the mainland In the neigh­ 
borhood. The present wealth of Venice 
is Invested not so much in real estate 
as in banking, manufacturing, flour 
mills, elevators, gas companies, cotton 
mills, the manufacture of glass and In 
steamships upon the Adriatic.—Chicago 
Ileiald.

OLD FAMILIES OF VENICE. 


Their Fortunes Are Dtsafputed and 
Their Palace* Sold. 
Very few of th e fine old palaces of 
Venice belong to the descendants of the 
fam ilies w ho built and originally occu­ 
pied them . Very little of th e enorm ous 
w ealth for w hich Venice w as celebrat­ 
ed in th e fifteenth century rem ains. 
T he m ost of it has been dissipated by 
the descendants of th e men who m ade 
it, the sam e as in England, F rance and 
other countries. 
T he rich men of Ven­ 
ice today are an entirely new class of 
people, whose nam es do not appear iu 
th e Golden Book, w hich contained a 
list of the patrician fam ilies in Venice 
w ho w ere invited to festivities a t the 
palace: 
This book w as Instituted In 
1315 and thenceforth until th e Aus­ 
tria n occupation w as the Index and 
standard of nobility by w hich all claim s 
to precedence w ere decided. 
O ccasionally the grand council, by a 
vote, rew arded the gallantry or public 
services of some citizen of hum ble 
birth by directing th a t his nam e be in­ 
scribed upon Its pages. None but those 
w hose nam es w ere in th e Golden Book 
could use tho golden stairs w hen they 
entered a doge’s palace, and w hen th is 
rig h t w as conferred it w as equivalent 
to an order of nobility iii another coun­ 
try. 
T here Is one notable exception to 
th e decay of the ancient fam ilies, and 
he is Collut G rim ani, who traces his 
lineage back to one of th e m ost fa­ 
m ous of the doges, whose portrait, 
paluted by T itian, hangs In the Council 
cham ber of th e doge's palace. 
The 
G rim ani palace is on the G rand canal, 
n ear the Rialto bridge, aud is cele­ 
brated for its finely sculptured capi­ 
tals. 
M any of the rich men in Venice to­ 
day arc Jew s. They practically control 
th e banking business and m anufactur­ 
ing. 
They own the fine houses of his­ 
torical Interest and th e best paying es­ 
ta te s on the m ainland in th e neigh­ 
borhood. The present w ealth of Venice 
is invested not so m uch in real estate 
a s in banking, m anufacturing, flour 
mills, elevators, gas com panies, cotton 
mills, the m anufacture of glass and In 
steam ships upon th e A driatic.—Chicago 
H erald.

None but those 
whose names were in the Goldeu Book 
could use tho golden stairs when they 
entered a doge’s palace, and when this 
right was conferred it was equivalent 
to an order of nobility in another coun­ 
try. There is one notable exception to 
the decay of the ancient families, aud 
he is Couut Griinani, who traces bis 
lineage back to one of the most fa­ 
mous of the doges, whose portrait, 
painted by Titian, bangs in the Council 
chamber of the doge’s palace. 
The 
Grimanl palace is on the Graud canal, 
near the Rialto bridge, and is cele­ 
brated for its Anely sculptured capi­ 
tals. 
Many of the rich men In Venice to­ 
day are Jews. They practically control 
the banking business aud m anufactur­ 
ing. They own the Ane bouses of his­ 
torical interest and the best paying es­ 
tates on the mainland in the neigh­ 
borhood. The present wealth of Venice 
Is invested not so much in real estate 
as In banking, manufacturing, hour 
mills, elevators, gas companies, cotton 
mills, the manufacture of glass and In 
steamships upon the Adriatic.—Chicago 
Herald.

CURIOSITIES OF MICA. 


I ts

The mica as it contes front th** min* s 
is In blocks which are theoretically 
short rhombic prisms, but practically 
are scarcely recognizable as such, hav­ 
ing a very rough and uneven contour. 
They have a very perfect cleavage 
parallel to the base and may Im* split 
Into lamina* thinner than the thinnest 
tissue paper, and those lamina* form 
the familiar transparent s to v e panes 
mid lamp chimneys. 
Tho exterior por­ 
tions of these blocks are opaque, brittle 
and worthless, presumably front tho 
penetration of water, for mica soon 
decomposes when exposed to any con- • her "of'the 
Bident hie weathering. 
A thick layer 
of plates has therefore to la* removed 
from either face of the blocks before 
any mica of commercial size or value 
is reached, mid the sheets split from 
the remainder are surrounded by a 
wide margin of worthless material. 
But the difficulties and losses of 
mica mining are fur from being all 
enumerated. 
Even when occurring in 
blocks of commercial size it is ren 
dored valueless, or comparatively so. 
by one or more of a series of defects, 
which may be classed sis color, specks, 
ruling, ribbing aud wedge formation. 
It sometimes occurs literally pied with 
black dots, consisting In general of 
black oxide of iron or garnet, and 
when even a few' of these are present 
its commercial value is destroyed, be­ 
cause such mica when used as an Insu­ 
lator Is peculiarly liable to puncture, 
the specks forming practically short 
circuits for the electric current.

The p lanters know all this and dread 
the bamboo hair, but it Is alway s ditfl- 
cult to determine whether the dy sen­ 
tery is caused by the p oison or comes 
about naturally .

HERE are two factions of engineers interested in 
tho possibilities of aerial navigation. 
They are 
the men who seek to solve the problem with appa­ 
ratuses lighter than the air and whose researches 
are necessarily limited because such constructions 
are at tho complete mercy of the wind, and then 
there are the men who believe that aerial naviga­ 
tion may be accomplished by apparatuses heavier than the air.

With such an apparatus a high speed of tho 
planes or blades is necessary; otherwise no lifting effect is produced, 
and as tho apparatus is much heavier than the air its natural tendency 
is always toward tho earth, and any stoppage in the machinery must 
result in a fall.

T H E BAMBOO HAIR. 


A g lo w b n f S o r e P o I Hon T h a t la C ifd 
b y th e J a v a n e s e . 
Tile young shoots of the bamboo are 
covered with a number of very lino 
hairs that are seen under the micro­ 
scope to be hollow and spiked like bay­ 
onets. These hairs are commonly called 
bamboo poison by the white men resi­ 
dent in Java for the reason th at mur­ 
der is frequently committed through 
their agency. 
When a Javanese woman takes a 
fancy to a European, according to an 
official Dutcli report, she will either 
have him or poison him if she gets the 
chance. She seeks any and every op­ 
portunity of mixing these infinitesimal 
hairs among Ills food, and they serve 
tho purpose of irritating tho whole 
length of tho alim entary canal and set­ 
ting up malignant dysentery. It may 
take a long time and many doses of 
this so called poison to effect tho pur­ 
pose, but the native woman does not 
tire, nnd death will surely result. The 
male native will also try this method 
of revenge for an affront. 
The planters know all this and dread 
the bamboo hair, but It is alw ays diffi­ 
cult to determine w hether the dysen­ 
tery Is caused by the poison or comes 
about naturally. When a planter finds 
himself a prey to attacks of that com­ 
plaint, his best course is to take a voy­ 
age to Europe.—Pearson's.

In Jam aica the negroes believe that 
scorpions know their name, so they 
never call out. ‘‘See, a scorpion!” when 
they meet with one on the ground or 
wall for fear of his escaping.

Twenty-five hundre<l copies were sold within a few yea rs. 
Its popula rity wa s long livta J, a nd a s la te a s 18 9 2 it wa s republished. 
The 
plot Is simple a nd the story a s old a s the ca ptiva ting fa scina tion of bra ss 
buttons a nd epa ulets. 
A British officer bound for the .\merica n wa r entices a 
•choolgirl to sha re his fortunes. 
She trusts in the usua l vows of fidelity. 
Both belonged to the nobility. 
Tha t wa s the English side of the story. 
The 
Ajnerica n wa s the customa ry sequence of desertion, disgra ce a nd dea th, a ll

People who were a t home rea ding a novel instea d of 
foing to the pla y dema ndeil tlia t it be illumined by footlights a nd be enlivened 
by something of tlie ra nt they ha d la tely hea rd on the boa rds; hence much of 
ceremmiioufl a nd unna tura l orotundity a nd cha pters liea ded, “ Winch pt*ople 
void of feeling neetl not rea d.” mea ning, “ If ye ha ve tea rs to shetl, prepa re to 
shed them now.’’ 
This wa s ta ken a s a sta ge direction by rea ders a nd com­ 
piled with to the letter. They sighed a nd wept to order. 
Mrs. Row’son continued to w-rite until her demise in Boston in 18 24.

Ja mes Ma dison a nd Philip Frenea u, It Is not stra nge th^t the young la wyer 
entered Into the a rena of politics ea rly a nd took his litera ry ca pa bility with 
him a s a n a ssista nt. The experiences be pa ssed through in the whisky insur­ 
rection of 179 4 furnished ma teria l for the a l>ove story, witli the subtitle of the 
“ Adventures of Ca pta in Fa ra go a ud Tea gue O’ltoga n, H is Serva nt.” the first 
pa rt being pa blisbed a t Pittsburg in 1T9 6 a nd the second ten yea rs la ter. Tbe 
story sma cked of border life, if It did not ha ve the odor of a ta vern tumbler 
a biMit It, since the writer did not ha ve so utter a n a bhorrence of uitkinshlners 
a s the excisema n did. 
Altogether it conveyed a useful lesson to a rough a nd 
ra w popula tion who ha d just a cquired the new a nd da ngerous possession of 
freedom a nd were ha ndling it ca relessly, not knowing tha t it wa s loa ded. 
Tea gue O’llega n, the Sa ncho Pa nza to Ca pta in Fa ra go. ha s a s grea t difficulty 
to keep out of office a s his illustrious i» rototype ha d to get in. At a nj* moment 
be might find himself a nieml» er of a pMlosophica l society, of the legisla ture 
or a n a ssocia tion of clergymen. 
Societies of colonia l a nd other wa rs ha d not 
then been esta blished or he might ha ve fa re« l still worse. 
At length he ha s 
grea tniHis thrust upon him a s collector of the excise a mong the whisky stills 
of the Allegha nles a nd eventua lly ta r a nd fenthers. by a ll of which it ma y be 
observe« ! tha t politics wa s not in pulpits a lone, but in litera ture a s well in 
the ea rly da ys of the republic.

A Phila delphia youth of studious wa ys, ha ving a mind divided 
between pra ctica l views a nd a n eccentric fa ncy, he a ba ndoned la w for litera ­ 
ture a nd beca me the first in this c« >untry to pursue letters a s a profession. 
Recovering speedily from a n a tta ck of the epic epidemic then preva iling, he 
bega n to cultiva te fiction—pure, but not simple. 
It wa s his misfortune to be ca ught in New York In the pla gue yea r of 179 8 , 
when the yellow- fever wa s desola ting the city. 
His nea n'st friend wa s ta ken, 
but he wa s left to describe the horrors of the pestilence in bo« )k.s which a re 
yellow w'ith fever a nd bla ck with dea th. 
Bc» id« *s, there is in them a la rge 
a ccompa ulhient of the preterna tura l—ventrll« ^iulsui, somua mbullsm a ud spir­ 
itism —unca nny a gencies to ha ve in the house, but convenient in a novel, 
especia lly when plots get so comi)llca ted tha t the a uthor ca nnot reca ll « 'very 
knot tha t he ha s tied, a s w-a s smnetlmes the ca se with this one. 
However, a 
w-riter w'ho produced so much in so sl» ort a time ought not to be ta ken to ta sk 
for not keeping a ll his threa ds stra ight a nd well in ha nd. 
Six novels in tlirce 
yea rs a nd three of them in one yea r is a fea t to justify the employment of 
the superna tura l. 
“ W iela nd” in 179 8 , "Ormond” in 1791b “ Arthur M**rvyn” 
in 18CK.», “ Edga r Huntley,” “ Cla ra Howa rd” a nd “ Ja ne Ta !t>et” in isp i formed 
a pyrotechnic displa y of roma nce w« >rthy to celebra te the going out of the 
eighteenth century a nd the coming in of the nineteenth. 
Moreover, there wa .s 
no la ck of unea rthly colors In this fla ming a potheosis of life a nd dea th or of 
.visible a nd invisible ha nds to ma na ge the ca ta strophe.

It 
is tbe riot of the improba ble a nd the impossible in a ction, biise« ! uism tlie fa ct 
of a pestilence or the red India n. The la st wa s a n element which our ea rly 
a nd la ter writers found too useful to lea ve out of the new America n fiction. 
But In his yellow litera ture Brown ha d a good purpose to a ccomplish in 
•nforcing lessons of justice a nd huma nity a nd in a ttempting Incidenta lly to 
ha ve s<MneChing done to hea d off the ra va g« « of the pla gue. He wa s a voice 
crying in the wilderness of New York a nd Phila delpbia for sa nita ry reform. 
H e would not find himself out of da te In this respect if he were still living. 
Ada pted to tbe present style of fiction he might still do good service. As it 
wa a , he hit tbe ta ste of his own time, not ovemffie, a nd the temper of a n a ge 
of restless a nd da ring specula tion, with its new- fledged theories in medicine, 
philosophy a nd socia l science. His gha stly a nd ghoulish trea tment of his 
theme wa s not a ltogether ina ppropria te to its horrors or out of ha rmony with 
the dema nds of rea ders who were fa milia r with them. After a ll, these weird 
productions were a n a dva nce ujKUi the pla intive a nd m» *ia nc!iolic wa il tha t 
wa s sta rted by Susa nna h Rowson. They were a t lea st a howling wilderness 
of misery, with a n incidenta l inculca tion of consta ncy in friendship a nd forti­ 
tude in suffering. These a ud other virtues were bra vely held up for a dmira ­ 
tion a nd imita tion with shri« ks a n« J fa inting, flcx>ds of tea rs a nd tea ring ra nt 
a nd the crippling pa ra lysis of nightma re. Po^ibly this genera tion needed this 
heixdc trea tment. At a ny ra te, they took hla medicine greedily a nd ca lled him 
tbe first grea t America n novelist—a fter Engla nd ha d a iiproved. 
He wrote politica l pa per* a lso of considera ble va lue, a dvoca ting tbe Louis-

volume story from real life, marrying the same year William Bowson of 
London, trum peter iii the Horse guards. Two years after she published "The 
Inquisitor,” a three decker in the manner of Laurence Sterile, and returned to 
England. There in 1700 she issued "Charlotte Temple; a Tale of Truth,” and 
came back to the United States three years afterw ard. 
It is the last story, 
reissued here In 1704, and somtimes called the first American novel, that has 
survived the earlier. 
It was as little a creation of the imagination as were 
the names of the principal characters. Charlotte Temple being Charlotte Stan­ 
ley and John Montraville being John Montresaor. 
But the book was a great 
success in its day. Twenty-five hundred copies were sold within a few years. 
Its popularity was long lived, and as late as 1802 it was republished. 
The 
plot Is simple and the story as old as the captivating fascination of brass 
buttons and epaulets. A British officer bound for the American war entices a 
schoolgirl to share his fortunes. 
She trusts in the usual vows of fidelity. 
Both belonged to the nobility. That was the English side of the story. The 
American was the customary sequence of desertion, disgrace and death, all 
of it told in a style that never was on land or sea, except in an eighteenth 
century novel. * 
"W here is Charlotte?” said he. “Why does not my child come to welcome 
her doting parent?” 
"Be composed, my dear sir,” said Mme. Du Font. "Do not frighten your­ 
self unnecessarily. 
She is not in the house at present, but, as mademoiselle 
Is undoubtedly with her, she will speedily return in safety, and I hope they 
will both be able to account for this unseasonable absence In such a manner 
as shall remove our present uneasiness." 
And so on through 35 chapters, 
each Interlocutor waiting his turn and adjusting himself, his pose, vocabu­ 
lary and punctuation to stage effects of melodramatic intensity. 
It was the 
theatrical age of fiction. People who were a t home reading a novel Instead of 
going to the play demanded that It be illumined by footlights and be enlivened 
by something of the rant they had lately heard on the boards; hence much of 
ceremonious and unnatural orotundity and chapters headed, "Which people 
void of feeling need not read,” meaning, "If ye have tears to shed, prepare to 
shed them now.” 
Tills was taken as a stage direction by readers and com­ 
plied with to the letter. They sighed aud wept to order. 
Mrs. Rowson continued to write until her demise in Boston in 1824. 
Two men took up the new literary trade almost simultaneously. Henry 
Hugh Brackenridge getting the start of Charles Brqpkden Brow n by a year 
only In his "Modern Chivalry.” 
A graduate of Princeton in the class with 
Jam es Madison and Philip Freneau, It is not strange thpt the young lawyer 
entered into the arena of politics early and took his literary capability with 
him as an assistant. The experiences be passed through in the whisky insur­ 
rection of 1794 furnished material for the above story, with the subtitle of the 
"Adventures of Captain Farago and Teague O’Regan, His Servant,” the first 
part being published at Pittsburg in 1T96 and the second ten years later. The 
■tory smacked of bearder life, if it did not have the odor of a tavern tumbler 
■bout It, since the w riter did not have so otter an abhorrence of moonshiners 
as the exciseman did. Altogether it conveyed a useful lesson to a rough and 
raw population who had just acquired the new and dangerous possession of 
freedom and were handling it carelessly, not knowing th at it was loaded. 
Teague O’Uegan, the Sancho Panza to Captain Farago, has as great difficulty 
to keep out of office as his illustrious prototype had to get in. At any moment 
he might find himself a m ender of a philosophical society, of the legislature 
or an association of clergymen. Societies of colonial and other w ars had not 
then been established or he might have fared still worse. 
At length he has 
greatness thrust upon him as collector of the excise among the w hisky stills 
of the Alleglianies and eventually tar and feathers, by all of which it may he 
observed that politics was not in pulpits alone, but in literature as well iu 
the early days of the republic. 
Broekden Brown’s novels were a nearer approach to a purely literary per­ 
formance. 
A Philadelphia youth of studious ways, having a mind divided 
between practical views and an eccentric fancy, he abandoned law for litera­ 
ture and became the first in this country to pursue letters as a profession. 
Recovering speedily from an attack of the epic epidemic then prevailing, he 
began to cultivate fiction—pure, but not simple. 
It was his misfortune to bb caught in New' York in the plague year of 1798, 
when the yellow fever was desolating the city. His nearest friend was taken, 
but he was left to describe tile horrors of the pestilence in books which are 
yellow’ with fever and black with death. 
Besides, there is in them a large 
aecompanltoent of the preternatural—ventriloquism, somnambulism and spir­ 
itism -uncanny agencies to have in the house, but convenient in a novel, 
especially when plots get so complicated that the author cannot recall every 
knot that be has tied, as was sometimes the case with this one. However, a 
w riter who produced so much iu so short a time ought not to be taken to task 
for not keeping all his threads straight and well in hand. Six novels in throe 
years and three of them in one year is a feat to justify the employment of 
the supernatural. 
“Wieland" in 1798, “Ormond’’ in 1799, "A rthur Mervyn" 
in 1800, “Edgar Huntley,” "Clara How’ard” and "Jane Talbot” in 1801 formed 
a pyrotechnic display of romance worthy to celebrate the going out of the 
eighteenth century and the coming in of the nineteenth. Moreover, there was 
no lack of unearthly colors in this darning apotheosis of life and death or of 
.visible and invisible hands to manage the catastrophe. 
Note this high light 
for example: 
"Death seemed to hover over this scene, and I dreaded that the floating 
pestilence had already lighted on my frame. 
I approached a house before 
.Whl.'h stood a hearse. 
Presently a coffin borne by two men issued from the 
louse. One of them as he assisted in thrusting the coffin into the cavity pro­ 
vided for it said: ‘I’ll be d 
d if I think the poor dog was quite dead. 
It 
w asn’t the fever that ailed him, but the sight of the girl and her mother on the 
floor. 
It wasn’t quite right to put him in his coffin before his breath was 
fairly gone. I thought the last look he gave me told me to stay a Jew minutes.’ 
“ ‘Pshaw! He could not live,’ said the other. ‘The sooner dead the better 
for him as well as for us. Did you mark how he eyed us when we carried 
away his wife and daughter?’ ” 
Here is another: "Welbeck put his hands to his bead and exclaimed: 
‘Curses on thy lips, infernal messenger! Chant elsewhere thy rut-fii ditty! 
.Vanish lf thou wouldst not feel in thy heart fangs red with blood less guilty 
than thine!’ ” 
And one more: “Shuddering, I dashed myself against the wall and turned 
myself backward to examine the mysterious monitor. The moonlight stream ­ 
ed into each window, and every corner of tile room was conspicuous, and yet I 
beheld nothing. If a human being had been there, could be fail to have been 
visible?” 
Brown’s pages are not all filled with such passages as these, but they 
occur often enough to keep the reader awake with their crawling shivers. It 
is the riot of the improbable and the impossible in action, based upon the fact 
of a pestilence or the red Indian. The last was an element which our early 
and later w riters found too useful to leave out of the new American fiction. 
But in bls yellow literature Brown had a good purpose to accomplish in 
enforcing lessons of justice and humanity and in attem pting incidentally to 
have something done to bend off the ravages of the plague. H e was a voice 
crying in the wilderness of New York and Philadelphia for sanitary reform. 
H e would not find himself out of date in this respect if he were still living. 
Adapted to the present style of fiction he might still do good service. As it 
was, he hit the taste of his own time, not overnfbe, and the temper of an age 
of restless and daring speculation, with its new fledged theories in medicine, 
philosophy and social science. His ghastly and ghoulish treatm ent of his 
theme was not altogether inappropriate to its horrors or out of harmony with 
the demands of readers who were fam iliar with them. After all, these weird 
productions were an advance upon the plaintive and melancholic wail that 
was started by Susannah Rowson. They were at least a howling wilderness 
of misery, with an incidental inculcation of constancy in friendship and forti­ 
tude in suffering. These and other virtues were bravely held up for adm ira­ 
tion and imitation with shrieks and fainting, floods of tears and tearing rant 
and the crippling paralysis of nightmare. Possibly this generation needed this 
heroic treatm ent. At any rate, they took his medicine greedily and called him 
the first great American novelist—after England had approved. 
He wrote political papers also of considerable value, advocating the Louis­ 
iana purchase and the territorial extension of the United. S taten and a& ad-

volume story from real life, marrying tho same year William Itowson of 
London, trum peter in the Horse guards. Two years after aho published "The 
Inquisitor,” a three decker in the manner of Laurence Sterne, and returned to 
England. There in 1790 she issued “Charlotte Temple; a Tole of Truth," and 
came back to the United States three yearn afterward. 
It la the last story, 
reissued here in 1704, and aomtimes called the first American novel, that has 
survived the earlier. 
It was as little a creation of the imagination as were 
the names of the principal characters. Charlotte Temple being Charlotte Stan­ 
ley and John Montravllle being John Montresaor. 
But the lMH>k was a great 
success in Its day. Twenty-five hundred copies were sold within a few years. 
Its popularity was long lived, and as late as 1802 it was republished. 
The 
plot Is simple and the story as old as the captivating fascination of brass 
buttons and epaulets. A British officer bound for the American war entices a 
schoolgirl to share his fortunes. 
She trusts In the usual vows of fidelity. 
Both belonged to the nobility. That was the English side of the story. The 
American was the customary sequence of desertion, disgrace and death, all 
of It told iu a style that never was on land or sea. except in an eighteenth 
century novel. * 
"W here Is Charlotte?” said he. "W hy does not my child come to welcome 
her doting parent?” 
“Be composed, my dear sir,” said Mme. Du Pont. “Do not frighten your­ 
self unnecessarily. 
She is not in the house at present, but, as mademoiselle 
la undoubtedly with her, she will speedily return in safety, and I hope they 
will both be able to account for this unseasonable absence In such a manner 
as shall remove our present uneasiness.” 
And so on through .*15 chapters. 
each Interlocutor waiting his turn and adjusting himself, his pose, vocabu­ 
lary and punctuation to stage effects of melodramatic Intensity. 
It was the 
theatrical age of fiction. People who were a t home reading a novel instead of 
going to the play demanded that It be illumined by footlights and be enlivened 
by something of the rant they had lately heard on the boards: hence much of 
ceremonious and unnatural orotundity and chapters headed, “Which people 
void of feeling need not read,” meaning, "lf ye have tears to shell, prepare to 
shed them now.” 
This was taken as a stage direction by readers and com­ 
plied with to the letter. They sighed and wept to order. 
Mrs. Itowson continued to write until her demise in Boston in 1824. 
Two men took up the new literary trade almost simultaneously. Henry 
Hugh Brackenridge getting the start of Charles Brqpkden Brown by a year 
only In his "Modern Chivalry.” 
A graduate of Princeton in the class with 
Jam es Madison and Philip Freueau, It is not strange tbpt the young lawyer 
entered Into the arena of politics early and took his literary capability with 
him as an assistant. The experiences he passed through in the whisky insur­ 
rection of 1794 furnished material for the above story, with the subtitle of the 
“Adventures of Captain Farago and Teague O’Regan, His Servant,” the first 
part being published at Pittsburg in 1T96 and the second ten years later. The 
■tory smacked of border life, if It did not have the odor of a tavern tumbler 
■bout It, since the writer did not have so utter an abhorrence of moonshiners 
as the exciseman did. Altogether it conveyed a useful lesson to a rough and 
raw population who had just acquired the new and dangerous possession of 
freedom and were handling it carelessly, not knowing th a t it was loaded. 
Teague O’Regan, the Sancho Panza to Captain Farago, has as great difficulty 
to keep out of office as his illustrious prototype had to get In. At any moment 
he might find himself a member of a philosophical society, of the legislature 
or an association of clergymen. Societies of colonial and other w ars had not 
then been established or he might have fared still worse. 
At length he has 
greatness thrust upon him as collector of the excise among the whisky stills 
of the Alleglmnies and eventually tar and feathers, by all of which it may be 
observed that politics was not in pulpits alone, but in literature as well in 
the early days of the republic. 
Brockden Brown's novels were a nearer approach to a purely literary per­ 
formance. 
A Philadelphia youth of studious ways, having a mind divided 
between practical views and an eccentric fancy, he abandoned law for litera­ 
ture and became the first in this country to pursue letters as a profession. 
Recovering speedily from an attack of the epic epidemic then prevailing, he 
began to cultivate fiction—pure, but not simple. 
It was his misfortune to be caught in New York in the plague year of 1798, 
when the yellow fever was desolating the city. His nearest friend was taken, 
but he was left to describe the horrors of the pestilence In books which are 
yellow with fever and black with death. 
Besides, there is in them a large 
aeeompanftaent of the preternatural—ventriloquism, somnambulism and spir­ 
itism -uncanny agencies to have in the house, but convenient in a novel, 
especially when plots get so complicated that the author cannot recall every 
knot that he has tied, as was sometimes the case with this one. 
However, a 
writer who produced so much in so short a time ought not to be taken to task 
for not keeping all his threads straight and well in hand. Six novels in three 
years and three of them in one year is a feat to justify tile employment of 
the supernatural. 
"W ieland” In 1798, "Ormond” in 1799, "Arthur Mervyn” 
in 1800, "Edgar Huntley,” "Clara Howard” and “Jane Talbot” in TSOI formed 
a pyrotechnic display of romance worthy to celebrate tile going out of the 
eighteenth century and the coming in of the nineteenth. Moreover, there was 
no lack of unearthly colors in this flaming apotheosis of life and death or of 
.visible aud invisible hands to manage the catastrophe. 
Note this high light 
for example: 
"Death seemed to hover over this scene, and I dreaded th at the floating 
pestilence had already lighted on my frame. 
I approached a house before 
c h i :‘h stood a hearse. 
Presently a coffin borne by two men issued from the 
loose. One of them as he assisted in thrusting the coffin into the cavity pro­ 
vided for it said: ‘I’ll be d 
d lf I think the poor dog was quite dead. 
It 
w asn’t the fever that ailed him, but the sight of the girl and ber mother on the 
floor. 
It wasn’t quite right to put him in Ills coffin before his breath was 
fairly gone. I thought the last look he gave me told me to stay a few minutes.’ 
“ ‘Pshaw! He could not live,’ said the other. ‘The sooner dead the better 
for him as well as for us. Did you mark how he eyed us when we carried 
away his wife and daughter?’ ” 
Here Is another: “Welbeck put his hands to his bead and exclaimed: 
‘Curses on thy lips, infernal messenger! Chant elsewhere thy rut-fjl ditty! 
.Vanish lf thou wouldst not feel in thy heart fangs red with blood less guilty 
than thine!’ ” 
And one more: “Shuddering, I dashed myself against the wall and turned 
myself backward to examine the mysterious monitor. The moonlight stream ­ 
ed into each window, and every corner of the room was conspicuous, and yet I 
beheld nothing. If a human being bad been there, could be fail to Lave been 
visible?” 
Brown’s pages are not all filled with such passages as these, but they 
occur often enough to keep the reader awake with their crawling shivers. It 
la the riot of the improbable and the impossible in action, based upon the fact 
of a pestilence or the red Indian. The last was an element which our early 
and later w riters found too useful to leave out of the new American fiction. 
But in his yellow literature Brown had a good purpose to accomplish in 
enforcing lessons of justice and humanity and in attem pting incidentally to 
have something done to bead off the ravages of the plague. He was a voice 
crying in the wilderness of New York and Philadelphia for sanitary reform. 
He would not find himself out of date In this respect if he were still living. 
Adapted to the present style of fiction he might still do good service. As it 
was, he hit the taste of his own time, not overnice, aud the temper of an age 
of restless and daring speculation, with its new fledged theories in medicine, 
philosophy and social science. His ghastly and ghoulish treatm ent of his 
theme was not altogether inappropriate to its horrors or out of harmony with 
the demands of readers who were fam iliar with them. After all, these weird 
productions were an advance upon the plaintive and melancholic wail that 
was started by Susannah Rowson. They were at least a how ling wilderness 
of misery, with an incidental inculcation of constancy in friendship and forti­ 
tude in suffering. These and other virtues were bravelj- held up for admira­ 
tion and imitation with shrieks and fainting, floods of tears and tearing rant 
and the crippling paralysis of nightmare. Possibly this generation needed this 
heroic treatm ent. At any rate, they took his medicine greedily and called bim 
the first great American novelist-after England had ai/proved. 
He wrote political papers also of considerable value, advocating the Louis- 
3ana purchase and the territorial extension of the (United. States,, aud aa ad-

Tsilka and her baby were released at 
the same time. 
They are all well. 
Miss Stone immediately made herself 
known to the authorities 
at 
S tra­ 
in itz. 


Dickenson Received 
News. 


The first news of Miss Stone's re­ 
lease was contained in a telegram re­ 
ceived by Mr. Dickinson., the American 
consul 
general 
at 
Constantinople, 
from the American vice consul at Sa­ 
lonika. 
The telegram gives ho de­ 
tails of the release.

As Strum itz is near the Safonika 
UBknb railroad. Miss Stone will pro­ 
ceed to Salonika without delay. 
W ashington, Feb. 24.—The state de­ 
partm ent 
yesterday 
received a dis­ 
patch from the United States legation 
in 
Constantinople 
regarding 
Miss 
Stone's case. 
It was encouraging la 
character, and while it did not report 
Miss Stone's release as an assured 
fact, yet the tenor was such as to 
lead the officials confidently to be­ 
lieve that such a happy consummation 
was a m atter of a very few hours. 
New York, Feb. 24.—Spencer Eddy, 
first secretary of the United States 
legation at Constantinople, who had 
charge of the negotiations for the re­ 
lease of Miss 
Ellen M- Stone and 
Mrs. Tsilka, arrived here Sunday on 
the Kronprinz Wilhelm. 
In an in­ 
terview he said the brigands captured 
an American rather than any other 
missionary because, they believed the 
Americans had the most money and 
would be likely to pay the ransom. 
“Did the brigands want the money 
for 
themselves?” 
Mr. 
Eddy 
was 
asked. 


Kidnaping a Political Affair. 


“No. they 
did 
not, and that is 
where the people in America do not 
understand this case. 
It is entirely 
a political m atter and all the people 
in Macedonia are in sympathy with 
the kidnaping, for they believe it is 
a step toward freeing Macedonia from 
Turkish rule, the same as Bulgaria 
has been, and 
the money they de­ 
manded ($100,000) was Intended for 
the Macedonian cause. 
If we had been dealing with the 
professional brigands, 
who 
wanted 
money pure and simple, Instead of 
the political ones, Miss Stone would 
have been released long ago. 
It is 
very likely that this capture was de­ 
liberated upon for a long time, and 
the victims selected were considered 
best to serve the cause, when com­ 
pared with those of other nationali­ 
ties.” 
Do the Macedonians have any feel­ 
ing of enmity toward 
the mission­ 
aries ?” 


Rather Friendly To Missionaries. 
"No. 
They are rather friendly to 
thorn than otherwise. 
They desired 
to attract the attention of the world 
to their cause and incidentally to get 
some much needed money. 
I have 
every reason to believe 
they 
have 
given Miss Stone and her companion 
in captivity the very best treatm ent. 
When Mme. T dlka's baby was born 
she received 
the 
kindest of treat­ 
ment, from all we can learn. 
"I have had five letters from Miss 
Stone, written in Bulgarian, so her 
captors could read them,' and they 
were masterpieces of cleverness in 
diplomacy. 
Miss 
Stone is a very 
courageous woman.”

Many years ago Edwin Forrest the 
celebrated actor, when in New York,

have been released long ago.

very likely that this capture was de­ 
liberated upon for a long time, and 
the victims selected were considered 
best to serve the cause, when com­ 
pared with those of other nationali­ 
ties.”

O L D F A M IL IE S OF V E N IC E . 


T h e ir Fortune** A re D la e tp e te d nn«S 
T h e i r l ’a la c e a Mold. 
Very ft*>v of the fine old palaces of 
Venice belong to the descendants of the 
families who built and originally occu­ 
pied them. Very little* of the enormous 
wealth for which Venice was celebrat­ 
ed in the fifteenth century remains. 
The most of it has been dissipated by 
tho descendants of the men who made 
it. tile same as in England, France and 
other countries. 
Tho rich men of Ven­ 
ice today are an entirely new class of 
people, whose names do not appear in 
tile Golden Book, which contained a 
list of the patrician families in Venice 
who were Invited to festivities at the 
palace: 
This book was Instituted in 
1315 and thenceforth until tile Aus­ 
trian occupation was the index anil 
standard of nobility by which ult claims 
to precedence were decided. 
Occasionally the grand council, by a 
vote, rewarded the gallantry or public 
services of some citizen of bumble 
birth by directing that his name bo in­ 
scribed upon its pages. None but those 
whose names were in th** Golden Book 
could use the golden stairs when they 
entered a dogs’# palace, anil when this 
right was conferred it was equivalent 
to an order of nobility in another coun­ 
try. There is one notable exception to 
the decay of the ancient families, ami 
he is Con ut Grimani, who traces Ids 
lineage back to one of the most fa­ 
mous of the doges, whose portrait, 
painted by Titian, bangs in the Boultell 
chamber of the doge’s palace. 
The 
Grimani palace is on the Grand canal, 
near the Rialto bridge, and is cele­ 
brated for its finely sculptured capi­ 
tals. 
Many of the rich men In Venice to­ 
day are Jews. They practically control 
the banking business and manufacture 
lug. They own the fine houses of hi* 
torical interest aud the best paying es- 
tutee on the mainland in the neigh- 
t»orhood. The present wealth of Venice 
is invested not so much in real estate 
as in banking, manufacturing, flour 
mills, elevators, gas companies, cottou 
mills, the manufacture of glass and In 
steamships upon the Adriatic.—Chicago 
Herald.

volume story from real life, marrying the same year William Ilowaon of 
London, trumpeter. Hi the Horse guards. Two years after she published ‘‘The 
Inquisitor,” a three decker in the manner of Laurence Sterne, and returned to 
England. There in 1790 she issued “Charlotte Temple; a Tole of Truth.” and 
came back to the United States three years afterw ard. 
It Is the last story, 
reissued here in 1794, and tom ti me* called the first American novel, that has 
survived the earlier. 
It was as little a creation of the imagination as were 
the names of the principal characters. Charlotte Tem pie being charlotte Stan­ 
ley and John Montra Ville being John Montressor. 
But the book was a great 
success in its day. Twenty five hundred copies were sold within a few years. 
Its popularity was long lived, and us late as 18911 it was republished. 
The 
plot Is simple and the story as old as the captivating fascination of brass 
buttons and epaulets. A British officer bound for the American war entices a 
schoolgirl to share his fortunes. 
She trusts In the usual vows of fidelity. 
Both belonged to the nobility. That was the English side of the story. The 
American was the customary sequence of desertion, disgrace and death, all 
of it told iu a style that never was on land or sea. except in an eighteenth 
century novel. * 
“Where is Charlotte?” said he. “Why does not my child come to welcome 
her doting parent?” 
“Be composed, my dear sir,” said Mme. Du Pont. “Do not frighten your­ 
self unnecessarily. 
She is not in the house at present, but. as mademoiselle 
Is undoubtedly with her, she will speedily return in safety, and I hope they 
will both be able to account for this unseasonable absence In such a manner 
as shall remove our present uneasiness.” 
And so on through 35 chapters, 
each Interlocutor waiting his turn and adjusting himself, his pose, vocabu­ 
lary aud punctuation to stage effects of melodramatic Intensity. 
It was the 
theatrical age of fiction. People who were at home reading a novel instead of 
going to the play demanded that it be illumined by footlights and be enlivened 
by something of tile rant the}’ had lately heard on the boards; hence much of 
ceremonious and unnatural orotundity and chapters headed, “Which people 
void of feeling need not read,” meaning, “lf ye have tears to shed, prepare to 
shed them now.” Tlds was taken as a stage direction by readers and com­ 
piled with to the letter. They sighed and wept to order. 
Mrs. Bowson continued to write until her demise in Boston in 1824. 
Two men took up the new literary trade almost simultaneously, Henry 
Hugh Brackenridge getting the start of Charles Brqpkden Brown by a year 
only in his “Modern Chivalry.” 
A graduate of Princeton In the class with 
Jam es Madison and Philip Freneau, it is not strange th^t the young lawyer 
entered Into the arena of politics early and took his literary capability with 
him as an assistant. The experiences be passed through in the whisky insur­ 
rection of 1794 furnished material for the above story, with the subtitle of the 
“Adventures of Captain Farago and Teague O’Rogan, His Servant,” the first 
part being published ut Pittsburg in 1T9H and tin* second ten years later. |b e 
■tory smacked of border life, if it did not have the odor of a tavern tumbler 
about It, since the w riter did not have so utter an abhorrence of moonshiners 
as the exciseman did. Altogether It conveyed a useful lesson to a rough ami 
raw population who had just acquired the new and dangerous possession of 
freedom and were handling it carelessly, not knowing that it was loaded. 
Teague O’Began, the Rancho Pan sa to Captain Farago, has as great difficulty 
to keep out of office as his illustrious iwototype had to get in. At any moment 
he might find himself a member of a philosophical society, of the legislature 
or an association of clergymen. Societies of colonial and other w ars had not 
then been established or he might have fared still worse. 
At length he has 
greatness thrust upon him as collector of the excise among the whisky stills 
of the Alleghaniee and eventually tar and feathers, by all of which it may fie 
observed that politics was not In pulpits atom*, but In literature as well iu 
the early days of the republic. 
Brockdeu Brown's novels were a nearer approach to a purely literary per- 
fornKMce. 
A Philadelphia youth of studious ways, having a mind divided 
between practical views and an eccentric fancy, he abandoned law for litera­ 
ture and became the first in this country to pursue letters as a profession. 
Recovering speedily from an attack of the epic epidemic then prevailing, he 
began to cult!' ate Action pure, but not simple. 
It was his misfortune to be caught in New York in the plague year of 1798, 
when the yellow fever wus desolating the city. His nearest friend w as takeu, 
but he was left to describe the horrors of the pestilence in books which are 
yellow with fever and black with death. 
Besides, thor.* is in them a large 
accompaniment of the preternatural —venuil‘»iuisui, somnambulism and spir­ 
itism uncanny agencies to have in the house, but convenient in a novel, 
especially when plots get so complicated that the author cannot recall every 
knot that he has tied, as was sometimes the case with this one. However, a 
w riter who produced so much in so short a time ought not to be taken to task 
for not keeping all his threads straight and well in hand. 
Six novels in three 
years and three of them in one year is a feat to Justify the employment of 
the supernatural. 
"W ieland” in 1798, “Ormond” In 1799, “Arthur Mervyn” 
In 1800, “Edgar Huntley,” “Clara Howard” and "Jane Talbot” In ls>Oi formed 
a pyrotechnic display of romance worthy to celebrate the going out of the 
eighteenth century and the coming in of the nineteenth. Moreover, there was 
no lack of unearthly colors In this flaming apotheosis of life and (leatit or of 
.visible and invisible bauds to mauage the catastrophe. 
Note this high light 
for example: 
“Death seemed to hover over this scene, and I dreaded that the floating 
pestilence had already lighted on my frame. 
I approached a bouse before 
ab i b stood a hearse. 
Presently a coffin boras by two men issued from tin* 
house. One of them as he assisted in thrusting the coffin into the cavity pro­ 
vided for it said: ‘FU be d 
cl lf I think the poor dog was quite dead. 
It 
w asn’t the fever that ailed him. but the sight of the girl aud her mother on the 
floor. 
It wasn’t quite right to put him in his coffin before his breath was 
fairly gone. I thought the last look he gave me told me to stay a few minutes.’ 
“ ‘Pshaw! Ile could not live,’ said the other. *The sooner dead the better 
for bim as well as for us. Did you mark how he eyed us when we carried 
away his wife and daughter?' ” 
Here is another: “Weibeck put bis bauds to his h«*ud and ercUifficJ: 
*Curses on thy lips, infernal messenger! Chant elsewhere thy roof ii ditty! 
.Vanish if thou wouldst not feel in thy heart fangs red with blood less guilty 
than thine!’ ” 
And one more: “Shuddering, I dashed myself against the wall aud turned 
myself backward to examine the mysterious monitor. The moonlight stream ­ 
ed Into each window, and every corner of the room wus conspicuous, and yet I 
beheld nothing. If a human being had been there, could he full to have been 
visible?” 
Brown's pages ar** uot all Ailed with such passages as these*, but they 
occur often enough to keep the reader awake with their craw’liug shivers. It 
is the riot of the Improbable and the impossible iu action, bused upon the fact 
of a pestilence or the red Indian. The last was an element which our early 
and later w riters found too useful to leave out of the Dew American fiction. 
But In his yellow literature Brown had a good purpose to accomplish in 
enforcing lessons of Justice aud humanity aud in attem pting incidentally to 
have something done to head off the ravages of the plugue. lit* wits a voice 
crying in the wilderness of New York aud Philadelphia for sanitary reform. 
He would aot find himself out of date in this respect if he were still living. 
Adapted to the present style of Action he might still do good service. As it 
was, he hit the taste of his own time, not overuse, aud the temper of an age 
of restless aud daring speculation, with Its new* fledged theories in medicine, 
philosophy and social science. Ills ghastly aud ghoulish treatm ent of his 
theme was not altogether Inappropriate to its horrors or out of harmony with 
the demands of readers who were fam iliar with them. After all, these weird 
productions were an advance upon the plaintive and m e l a n c h o l i c wail that 
was started by Susuunah Bowson. They were at least a how ling wilderness 
of misery, with an incidental inculcation of constancy in friendship aud foeti 
tude in suffering. These and other virtues were bravely held up for adm ira­ 
tion and imitation with shrieks aud fainting, floods of tears and tearing rant 
aud the crippling paralysis of nightmare. Possibly this generation needed this 
heroic treatm ent. At any rate, they took his medicine greedily and called him 
the first great American novelist -after England had a improved. 
He wrote political papers also of considerable value, advocating the Louis­ 
iana purchase and the territorial sat en slop of tj»p Lulled 8 ta tea,, aud ajt ad-
